Thomas Bragg, between Warrenton and 
Warrenton aepot, in Warren county, 
we have every reasoz to believe, is the 
“oldest inhabitant.” Aunt Sallic was 
a grown house girl at the commence- 
ment of the American revolution, and 
remembers distinctly many of the inci.

DestnEs TO CORRECT THE STaTE 
ment.— A letter was published in the 
News a few days since under the date 
of Weldon, the 3rd _ inst., and signed 
“C,” in which it was stated that certain 
parties on the line of the canal above 
Weldon were using the water from the 
said canal, without proper authority, to 
the detriment of the mills in Weldon. 
Messrs. Buss and Ponton, who have a 
mill on the Chockayotte, and immed}- 
ately joining the canal, and who were 
the parties alluded to, write us that 
“C” has misstated the facts, and desires 
the matter corrected through our col- 
umns. Say they: 

“Your correspondent “C” states that 
we are using the canal to the serious 
inconvenience of the millers of this 
place, and turther that he understands 
that we do so upon the ground that the 
Navigation Company has forfeited their 
charter, and consequently the lands 
have reverted to the original owners. 

“Now the facts in the case are these, 
and we leave it to Mr. “C” to reconcile 
his case with them. 

“In the first place, we obtained the 
permission from Captain Moseley to use 
the water, and in the second place, so 
far as the writer knows, we have never 
taken any water from the canal but 
once, and then did not hoist the gate 
more than a halt an inch, and that for 
but little, if any, more than an hour.”

WoMAN As AN M. D.—The following 
communication from Dr. A.B. Pierce, of 
Halifax, a leading and prominent mem- 
ber of the North Carolina Medical 
Society, correcting an error in regard to 
our report of the position taken by him 
in the discussion and vote on the ad- 
mission of Miss Dimmock, as an honor- 
ary member of the Society, in our 
Opinion, expresses fully the sentiment 
of the Society on the question: 

Messrs. Editors: I see by the report 
of the proceedings of the * State Medi- 
cal Society,” published in your paper, 
that I am reported as opposing the 
admission of a lady as an honorary 
member of our Society. Your reporter 
being absent from the room at the time 
my remarks were made, of course could 
not understand my position, and I 
therefore beg leave to set myself right 
before the public. 

The question came up in the form of 
a petition from the lady for admission 
into our Society. Inasmuch as there 
was a constitutional question involved 
as to her admission as a permanent 
member, it was proposed and argued 
by several that she be admitted as an 
honorary member. Others coutended 
that the only proper mode for her ad- 
mission was through the regular chan- 
nels, and were in favor of admitting her 
only as a regular and permanent mem- 
ber, Being opposed, as I am, on prin 
ciple,to admitting any ladies as regular 
members of our Society, I was willing 
to recognize hcr claims in some way by 
the profession, being a lady, as was 
shown, of fine mental endowments, 
and superior medical  qualifica- 
tions, I therefore voted for her 
admission as an honorary member 
which I regarded as_ merely paying a 
high compiiment to her superior medi- 
cal attainments. Iam not opposed to 
medical education in woman, but on 
the contrary have ever advocated it, nor 
am IT opposed to her practicing the 
profession within her proper limits, but 
I do contend that there isa proper 
sphere for woman, and that there is 
ample room for the exercise of all the 
faculties which God has~ given her, 
without taking part in all the popular 
assemblies of the day. I ¢o not intend 
to argue the question, but simply state 
my posiition.

Congressional Proceedings. 
WASHINGTON, June 8. 

TiueSenate at nine o’clock this morn- 
ing passed the sundry apportionment 
bill with ninety-two amendments, in- 
cluding Kellogg’s supplemental force 
bill, extending the Federal election reg 
ulations, which now apply to cities of 
twenty thousand inhabitants, to ell yo- 
ting precincts. 

House—The opposition to Kellogg’s 
force bill, which passed the Senate this 
morning, is fighting to keep it on the 
Speaker’s table. This will defeat the 
sundry apportionment bill, which in. 
volves some thirty thousand dollars, to 
which Kellogg’s bill is an amendment. 
It requires two--thirds of the House to 
tuke action on the bill, and asthe Dem- 
ocratsseem determined, an extra session 
is quite probabie.

Congressional Proceedings. - 
WASHINGTON, June 8. 


Hovse—The bill removing several 
political disabilities passed. 

Tae sundry civil apprepriation bill, 
with the Senate amendments, was re- 
ceived in the House at noon to-day, 
with a resolution that the Senate insists 
upon its amendment, and asks fora 
commiteee of conference. 

Mr. Garfield made the motion that 
the bill be taken from the Speaker's ta- 
ble, and referred to the committee on 
appropriations. 

The Democrats opposed this act, as 
the Enforcement Act had been put on 
the bill by the Senate, and that the 
amendment was objectionable to them. 
As the bill was on the Speaker’s table, 
it required a two-thirds vote to take it 
up, but if it should be referred to the ap- 
propriation committee, they could re- 
port it back, and a majority vote would 
pass it. Aslong as the bill remained 
on the Speaker’s tabic, the Demeccrats 
had the power to prevent its passage, 
and this they anaounced to be their in- 
tention unless the objectionable amend- 
ment was taken off, asthe responsibility 
of putting it on rested with the Senate. 
The Democrats made a proposition to 
let the bill and all amendments, except 
the enforcement act, go to the commit-— 
tee to be reported back and passed by 
a majority vote, the enforcement act to 
be reserved on the Speaker's table un- 
der the two-thirds vote rule. 

Garfield would not agree to this, and 
the Democrats intimated that they 
would deteat the bill rather than pass 
it with this obnoxious amendment. 
The matter was discussed for some time, 
when objection was made to further 
discussion, and the bill took its place 
on the Speaker’s table. Subsequently, 
Campbell, of Ohio, offered a resolution 
that the bill and the amendmedts be 


referred to the committee on appropria- 


tions, and that all amendments be 


{and directing the clerk of the House to 
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| reported back and_ passed by 
& majority vote, except the en- 
forcement act amendment, which 


sheuld require a two-thirds vote to pass 
it. 

This resolution the Speaker refused 
to entertain upon a_ point of order 
raised by Hoar, of Mass., and declared 
the effect of it was an cffort of the mi- 
nority to reserve to themselves the 
tight to defeat the bill against the 
wishes of the majority. 

Beck offered a resolution, declaring 
that the action of the Senate in pntting 


on this amendment, was in violation of 
the constitution of the United States, 


rcturn the bill to the Senate, with the 
reqvest that they rescind their action on 
theenforcement act amendment. Upon 
this, Beck moved to suspend the rules 
and pass it. 

This motion was defeated by a vote 
of 74 yeas to 97 nays. 

Garfiel then moved to suspend the 
rules and refer the bill to the committee 
on appropriations. 

This was negatived by a strict party 
vote, 97 yeas to 67 yeas, it requiring a 
two-thirds vote. 

The House then resumed other busi 
ness. An all night session is probable. 

SENATE— Met at six o’clock this even- 
ing. Yesterday’s session over the sup- 
plemental force bill was very bitter. It 
passe: by 31 to 12. 

Sumoer moved as an amendment his 
civil rights bill. 

The chairman, Mr. Pomeroy, ruled it 
out of order, Sumner appealed from 
the ruling, but the Senate sustained 
Pomeroy, yeas 57, nays 35.

Particulars of the Destructive Storm 
in Illinois. 


CHicaco, June 7. 


Further reports concerning the great 
storm of Thursday nighttin central Illi- 
nois show that an immense amount of 
damage was done in Peoria, Fulton, 
Knox and other counttes in that section 
of the State. The destruction has been 
almast ruinous in the city of Peoria— 
the fences and trees were blown 
down, and cellars filled with water. 
Every railroad leading out of that city 
suffered more or less, and no trains left 
there yesterday. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad had about four miles of its 
track and many bridges swept away. 
The Toledo, Peoria and Wabash Road 
als suffered severely, losing one bridge 
15 feet in length and the ertire road 
bed in a number of places. A large 
force of men has been set to work re- 
pairing the damages and there will be 
but little interruption to travel. 

In the town of Hilton, the damages 
are fearful. The town is almost entire 
ly under water and barns and _ stock 
have been swept miles away. 

The most singular circumstance of 
the storm is the running up stream 
of the Illinois river.

ward. The river last night was still 
rising rapidly and fears of serious dam- 
age from this source were entertained.

OUTRAGEOUS CONDUCT BY 
UNITED STATES OFFICIALS 
IN WESTERN NORTH CARO- 
LINA—BASE PROSTITUTION 
OF THE COURTS FOR PARTI- 
SAN PURPOSES. 


We intend to show between this time 
and the clection in August, how the 
Courts in North Carolina, both State 
and Federal, have been used for parti- 
san purposes, 

The saddest commentary upon the 
degeneracy of the times is the judicial 
corruption and usurpation which have 
been witnessed in this State since the 
close of the war. 

The high, exalted, irreproachable 
character which our Judges had estab- 
lished in the olden times is in striking 
contrast with the disgrace and igno- 
miny which have stained the judicial 


ermine since the slime of the serpent of 


Radicalism has been traced into the 
halls of Justice. 

Our purpose to-day is to give a plain 
statement of facts in regard to the 
manner ia which citizens in one of our 
Western counties have been maltreated 
and oppressed by individuals in the 
employment of the United States Goy- 
ernment, who under the cover of the 
law and in the name of the constituted 
authorities, have been guilty of the 
most high-handed outrages and indig- 
nities, which call aloud for investiga- 
tion and the punishment of the guilty 
officials. 

The statements we give in this article 
will be vouched for by gentlemen of 
the highest character, and are weil 
known to the peeple in the section 
where the outrages were committed. 

li is understood that in several of the 
counties west of the Blue Ridge, there 
existed in 1869 and prior to that year, 
numerous local police organizations, 
which were formed soon after the dis- 
banding of the Confederate army.— 
There were very bad feelings existing 
between citizens in Western Carolina in 
regard to the differences and strifes 
produced by the war. The public sen- 
timent in some counties was quite 
equally divided, and organizations, of- 
fensive and defensive, were formed for 
local purposes for protection and _per- 
haps in some instances, for retaliation 
and revenge also. These were atter- 
wards familiarly designated as the Ku- 
Klux Klans. 

But it is universally understood these 
associations west of the Ridge disban- 
ded prior to the passage of the first 
Enforcement Act of Congress. And 
what should be set down to their credit, 
they did not commit any outrages 
whatéver, while they existed. 

These facts being true, it was sup- 
posed that under the ruling of Judge 
Brooks, no.one in the section referred 
to, would be arrested or indicted under 
the Enforcement Act. 

Bat not so. There was one county 
Westof the Ridge, Madison, in which 
the yote in 1870 and 1871, was very 
close, In fact, it was almost a tie between 
the two parties, and something must be 
done to. “kick the beam”—in order

ties, yet the others were passed over and 
this county was made the victim of 
Radical intimidation and persecution. 
Over one hundred men were indicted in 
Madison. | 

This is not all. One Thomas L. 
Deaver was appointed United States 
| Commissioner, and five or six of his sons 
and sonsinlaw were made Deputy 
Marsha's. These men were sent out in 
all parts of the county with BLANK 
WARRANTS to arrest whomsoever they 
pleasd. With pistols in their hands 
and dreadful curses on their lips, they 
lorded it over the good people of their 
county, and the rod of persecution fell 
wherever vengeance and malice dic- 
tated. 

Tiis policy had the desired effect in 
several quarters. As was intended, 
these heartless officials forced many in- 
fnocent but timid men to leave their 
homes and families and seek safety in 
distant parts. 

Others, who elected to remain at home, 
were arrested and bound over for their 
uppearance to the present Term of the 
Federal Court in Raleigh. These men, 
being generally very poor, were com- 
yelled to place themselves in the custody 
of the Marshals, to be brought to this 
city for trial. 

On their arrival here, their counsel 
procured an ‘order for the removal of 
their causes to Asheville. 

Judge Brooks directed Marshal Sam- 
j uel T. Carrow to return all the prison- 
ers Who could not give bail here at once 
to Asheville, ‘hat they might there give 
the necessary security for their appcar- 
ance for trial at that place in Novem- 
ber. This order was made on Tuesday, 
and the prisoners should have been started 
off on the evening of thatday. The nu- 
merous herd of Deputy Marshals, the 
Deavers and others quarreled among 
themselves over the spoils to be realized 
from the transportation of the prison- 
ers, and so defendants were kept here 
from Tuesday until Friday night, until 
tle Marshals could settle their little 
dispute as to who was entitled to take 
charge of them! 

Was not such treatment an outrage-- 
ashame! Col. Carrow should be heid to 
a strict accountability for the disgrace 
ful conduct of his Deputies. He should 
sce that they are at oncedismissed, or he 
himself be compelled to refund to the 
poor men who were thus subjected to 
unnecessary expense and trouble, the 
money which they were compelled to 
pay out of their own pockets while de- 
layed here from Tuesday till Friday. 

Many citizens were thus deprived of 
their liberty, detained from their crops 
at this busy season of the year at a great 
loss to themselves and families, in oraer 
to gratify the avarice of a set of greedy 
Officials ! 

It was well known to the Marshals 
who arrested these citizens of Madison 
that their connection with the “Ku 
Klux” organ‘zation had long ceased 
before the passage of the Enforcement 


and also to intimidate and brow-—beat 
the honest voters of the county, they 
had them taken into custody, and such 
as were unable to give bail were kept 
under confinement. . 

Will not such official crimes as these 
awaken the people to a sense of the 
wrongs and injuries which call aloud 
for reproof and remedy ? | 

Are the rights of personal liberty and 
freedom from arrest, which are guaran- 
teed to every citizen in the land as 
nothing, compared ‘with the fees of 
Deputy Marshals, and the vile purposes 
of Radicalism ? 

Justice demands that these outrages 
perpetrated on our fellow citizens should 
be known throngh the pablic press, 
that the country may behold with in- 
dignation and horror the dark and 
damning picture of Radical villainy 
and atrocity. 

While we denounce the conduct of 
the Government officials who have com- 
mitted the offences to which we have 
referred in this article, we wish it dis- 
tinctly understood that we do not, in 
the slightest degree, apologize for any 
crimes that may have been committed 
by the Kuklux, Union Leagues or any 
political organizations, We counte- 
nance no disorder nor yiolation of the 
law. We desire the punishment of the 
guilty, but the guilty have equal rights 
with the innocent to a fair and impar- 
tial trial. We do not oppose the legiti- 
mate prosecution of any men or set of 
men; forthe peace, order and dignity 
of the State demand the punishment of 
all violators of the law. 

What we do oppose is, the prostitu- 
tion of the Courts to the basest partizan 
purposes. 

We oppose the denial of a fair trial 
to any citizcn of the State. 

We oppose the violation of the rights 
of trial by jury, as well as those of per-

CAROLINA SOIL. 
A citizen of this State was arrested 


| in Charlotte, on Tuesday last, by a Dep- 


uty Marshal from the State of South 
Carolina, and taken to Columbia, in 
that State. 

Will the honor and dignity of North 
Carolina be maintained? or will Gov. 
Caldwell act as he did when Bettis, of 
Cleaveland couaty, was arrested by a 
Federal officer and carried to South 
Carolina under guard ? 

Goy. Caldwell has already acted so 
outrageously in not defending the char- 
acter and honor of the State, that we 
have no confidence in his sense of pro- 
| priety, or patriotism, or firmness. 

It is the plain and imperative duty 
of the Governor of the State, when a 
citizen is arrested and carried to anoth- 
er State, to demand the rendition of the 
persen so arrested. 

If the Exceutive fails to do that 
much, he proves false to his position 
and false to the citizen whose rights 
ihave thus been so ruthlessly crushed 
and trampled under foot. 

W. H. Trezevaut is the North Caro- 
linian who was arrested in Caarlotte on 
the 4th inst., on a charge of conspiracy, 
| murder, &2., brought against him by 
negroes. 

Mr. Trezevant may be guilty. We 
know nothing of the facts, nor do we 
desire tu screen him from the penalties 
inflicted by the law, if he should prove 
to be guilty. 

But whether innocent or guilty, we 
do most solemnly protest against the 
outrage committed on the soil of North 
Carolina by a Deputy Marshal from an- 
other State. 

The Deputy Marshal had no rightful 
authority to make the arrest—muci less 
to carry off the prisoner to South 
Carolina. 

Such conduct should cail forth the 
rebuke of every true North Carolinian, 
and will receive the condemnation of 
fair-minded, law-abiding every- 
where, without regard to party.
